The large sum of £516 ($2,550) was given at Sotheby's recently, 
for one of the two copies known of " The Troublesome Raigne of 
John, King of England," > 1591, the other copy being in the Capell 
collection, Trinity College, Cambridge, England. Bale's " Kynge 
John," a manuscript play of about 1560, is thought to have been 
used by the anonymous author of the "Troublesome Raigne," 
which, once attributed to Shakespeare, is now believed to be the 
work on which he based his "King John," the first genuine text of 
which appeared in the First Folio, 1623. Collier savs that Shake- 
speare converted the two parts of the "Troublesome Raigne" into 
one drama, and, in many of its main features, followed the story, 
not as he knew it in history, but as it was fixed in popular belief. 
There has also been sold Wycliffe's English Bible, known as the 
Bramhall Manuscript, from the Ashburnham manuscripts, for 
$8,750. P
